Fire believed to have been started by a short circuit in 
electric light wires destroyed the E. L. Lawver planing mill 
at Biglervilie, Friday night at 11 o’clock, entailing a loss esti­ 
mated at $30,000, partly covered by insurance. 
About 18 years ago, a planing mill on the same site was 
destroyed by fire;and shortly afterward Mr. Lawver erected 
a two-story brick structure. 
The fire was discovered by Norman Lawver, a son of 
the proprietor, when he noticed the reflection of the blaze 
from his bedroom. 
Alarms were turned in for the Bigler- 
ville, Gettysburg, Arendtsville* and Bendersville fire com­ 
panies, but a stiff southerly wind was blowing at the time 
and efforts of the firemen were of no avail in attempting to 
save the 50 by 128 foot building. 
Save Barrel Factory 
Firemen succeeded, however, 
in 
saving a large and well-equipped 
machine shop, close to the planing 
mill, the Lawver home and Klein- 
felter’s barrel factory, although the 
barrel factory was badly scorched. 
With the wind blowing embers 
toward the Lawver home, volun­ 
teers removed most of the furniture 
from the 
dwelling while 
firemen 
turned hose lines on the house to 
save it from destruction. 
The proprietor had returned home 
but a short time before the fire was 
discovered by his son. and they, to­ 
gether with volunteers, who quickly 
gathered, 
succeeded in removing a 
safe from the office of the burning 
building. All of the machinery in 
the building was damaged.

SANDINO'S CHIEF LEADER 


IS KILLED IN SKIRMISH 


Washington. April 30 (AP).—Gen. 
ususto Sandino's chief leader, Flo- 


rcncio Silvn, was killed during, one of 
he sharpest fights that has taken 
place this year between Nicaraguan 
nsurgcnts and the Xicaraguan na- 
tional guard, commanded by American 
marines. 


The battle, as reported to the navy 


department Friday, took place last 
Monday near the Honduran border, 
and the insurgents after being routed, 
fled into Honduras. 


250 IX Insurgent Force 


Although two marine corps officers 


and one na\y man were killed in a 
kirmish last ueck. only one national 
uarchman \\as slightly wounded in 


the latest battle. Under the leader- 
ship of Lieut. John llamas and assist- 
ed by Lieut. John Alfred Burns and 
Roy E. Yogle. forty-fi\c members of 
the guard surprised 2SO insurgents 
and occupied their defense positions 
of rocks and logs, which had been 
thrown up around about thirty-five 
shack-s. The fight lasted three hours. 


The engagement, as tvjiortcd to the 


navy department by Lieut-Col. Calvin 
B. Matthews, commanding the Xica- 
rauguan national guard det.T-h..,cnl. 
took place as follows:

Flank Attack Frustrated 


"Bandits, estimated at 250, formed 


firing line 600 yards in length while 
guardia occupied a. well-prepared ban- 
dit defense position of rocks and logs 
about 200 yards from the bandits. Evi- 
dently the bandits had no time to oc- 
cupy their defense point "and retired 
across a ravine over which the firing 
took place. Bandits tried to attack 
from a flank but were driven off. 
They then scattered in all, directions, 
retiring in a general westward direc- 
tion across the border into Honduras. 
Trails to north and west were combed 
but no new contact could be gained."

them, we would find them human beings quite like any of us, though with 
abilities to observe, express, and to adapt facts, in a measure which we 
lack.

George Henry Lewis once stated that great men “look super-human 
only when elevated on the pedestals of their achievements.” 
B ut it is 
the appreciation t hat these heroes of ours arouse in us, that makes them 
gi eat and rather immortal. 
Did not the common run of men and women have this ability, or ca­ 
pacity, to appreciate the work of writers, artists, or creators of beauty in 
its many forms, their work, even though very great, would soon die! 
This capacity for appreciation is the most glorious gift we have! 
How long would any of us be happy if no appreciation came our way? 
No matter how great a man or woman becomes, he or she lives alone upon 
appreciation. 
Many of our greatest figures in art, letters, science, and 
statecraft died of broken hearts—disappointed at not being appreciated 
for their worth while yet in life. 
I was reading one of the letters that George Gissing wrote to a friend, 
recently. 
In it he stated that he had read many nice things said by a 
very few about his n<*w book. “The Private Papers of Henry Ryecroft”— 
but only a few hundred copies of the book had been sold! 
I have in my 
possession a carefully prepared statement in Gissing's own hand of all 
his earnings, covering a period of nearly 20 years, in no year of which 
did he earn over $2,500. Yet today this writer is being appreciated in­ 
creasingly and more books of his are sold in a year than probably were 
ever sold during his lifetime. 
What a figure in the literary world Ls Edgar Allen Poe. And yet, there 
exists today but a handful of his first editions—and they the hoardings of 
rich collectors! 
It is so difficult to understand and appreciate greatness while it walks 
around in the midst of us. 
In John Drinkwater’s play, “Abraham Lincoln,” the Two Chroniclers 
are made to .say. just before the Fourth Act: 


“When the high heart we magnify 
And the sure vision celebrate, 
And worship greatness passing by, 
Ourselves are great.”

This sky clock is the master time- 


piece from which all clocks are set. 
Astronomers read the correct time, 
from the sky clock, convert it to sun 
time, and then set the observatory 
clocks correctly.

Mexico City ( A P ).•—Discovery of 
the valuable collection of gold orna­ 
ments and jewels in the Mixtccnn 
tomb at Monte Alten, State of Oax­ 
aca, has brought a renaissance of 
archaeological interest in Mexico. 
But the renaissance, unfortunately, 
finds the archaeological 
department 
without funds to pursue the vastly in­ 
teresting leads developed \^ithin re­ 
cent weeks. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
and many years of painstaking work 
are needed to carry out complete ex­ 
cavations at Monte Alban, where pre­ 
historic Indians levelled off and re­ 
modeled whole mountain tops with 
their curious edifices. 
Three Important Finds 
The government has only a few 
thousand pesos to continue that work, 
and none at all to follow up finds 
made since in Guerro and Michoa- 
can, states which are virtually un­ 
known as archaeological storehouses. 
The interest stirred by the Monte 
Alban discoveries in January of Pro­ 
fessor Alfonso Caso brought to light 
at least three other important finds 
within a short time. 
At Tacupa, Miehoacan, an aban­ 
doned city was discovered and yielded 
valuable gold relics and carved mon­ 
uments which are as much a puzzle as 
the graven relics of Monte Alten. 
A rancher in Guerrero wrote the 
archaeological department that he had 
by chance opened a mound on his 
farm, and found things of interest. 
Having no funds for an investigation, 
the dejjartment asked the man to -'Uh- 
mit photograph», but the honest 'oul 
instead brought his finds to the capi­ 
tal. 
They included hundreds of jewels, 
gold filagree work and precious stones 
—the whole worth a fortune. 
Uncover Pyramid 
Now archaeologists working in a 
small way and w ith private funds 
have 
disclosed 
prehistoric 
remains 
withm the world-famous pyramid of 
Chnlula, just north of the city oí 
Puebla. 
This pyramid, largest in the 
world, is crowned with a Spanish 
church which loops in loveliness on 
the spot where pagan Apees sacri­ 
ficed thousands of humans. 
The formidable size ami decayed 


t state of this pyramid always has chal­ 
lenged science, and now trenches and 
tunnels sunk into what appears to be 
a hill have revealed walls, paintings, 
and 
stairways. 
The 
explorers 
are 
pushing on toward the center, hoping 
to find treasure in a central vault. 
It 
has been 
suggested 
that 
the 
jewels already taken out of the Mcx- 
tecan burial chambers be sent abroad 
on an exhibition tour in order to raise 
funds to continue the exploration. But 
many Mexicans are suspicious of this 
plan, fearing the million dollar treas­ 
ure would be lost to Mexico by such 
an experiment.
